Sir John Lavery and the Nazis 


The fact that Sir John Lavery, the Irish 
artist, was seen to be talking profoundly 
to Professor Helwag at an art exhibition 
in London the other day, has given rise 
to considerable speculation.

It is said that 
Professor Helwag, who is, by the way, a 
landscape man, made various soundings 
among the artists of his acquaintance as 
to the pros and cons connected with such 
an exhibition.

Arab Interlude 


Mrs. Clare Sheridan and her latest 
publication, entitled ‘‘ Arab Interlude,”’ 
are of interest to this country.

Sheridan is an Irishwoman by birth, I 
suppose ; for she is the daughter of the 
late Mr. Moreton Frewen, whose head- 
quarters were in Co. Cork. Through her 
mother she is a cousin of Mr. Winston 
Churchill. She has penetrated into 
almost every known country, and wherever 
there is a fracas she gets on the pee 
immediately. During the civil war in 1 
she was in Ireland, and was a frequent 
caller at the Republican, or, as they were 
then known, the Irregular, headquarters 
in Dublin. Incidentally, she was very 
popular at the Republican office in Suffolk 
street. According to her own statement, 
she did not get on so well with the politi- 
cians in Moscow when she went to Russia. 
For a time she kept house in an old 
Turkish domicile on the banks of the 
Bosphorfts outside Constantinople. One of 
her exploits was a motor cycle ride through 
Europe with her son and daughter. 
Another experience was life in Arabia, 
when Mrs. Sheridan actually went native 
in order to better acquire local colour.

I neither have heard, nor do | ever expect to 
hear him equalled.” I think most of my 
readers will agree with the eminent Doctor. 

It is, however, in the writings relating to 
singing that Burney shines at his best. He is 
decidedly amusing, and yet sometimes I 
wonder whether there were not occasions when 
he was the victim of a “ leg-pull.”” I make 
no apology for quoting thefollowing from his 
biographical notes on the famous Italian tenor, 
Farinelli: “ He was seventeen when he left 
Naples to go to Rome, where, during the run 
of an opera, there was a struggle every night 
between him and a famous player on the 
trumpet, in a song accompanied by that 
instrument; this, at first, seemed amicable 
and merely sportive, till the audience began 
to interest themselves in the contest, and to 
take different gides, After severally swelling 
out a note, in which each manifested the 
power of his lungs, and tried to rivel the 
other in brilliancy andj force, they had both 
a swell and a shake together, by thirds, 
which was continued so long. while the 
audience eagerly waited the event, that both 
seemed to be exhausted; and, in fact, the 
trumpeter, wholly spent, gave it up, think- 
ing, however. his antagonist es much 
tired as himself, and that it would 
be a drawn battle; when  Farinelli, 
with a smile on his countenance, showing 
that he had been snorting with him all this 
time. broke out all at once in the same 
breath, with fresh. vigour, and not only 
swelled and shook the note, but ran the most 
rapid and difficult divisions. and was at last 
silenced only by the acclamations of the 
audience.” I can only comment on that ex- 
tract by saying how desirable it would be 
had every singer of to-day the prodigious 
breathing capacity of Signor Farinelli. It is 
a pity, however, that Burney does not tell us 
for how many minutes the.eminent singer in- 


dulged in this exhibition of lung capacity. 


Checked by the Emperor 


The vulgar bravado of Farinelli’s age placed 
him in a position above all his fellows; 
yet he received a. shock from the 
least unexpected quarter—accordin to 
modern ideas—from a crowned head, the 
Emperor Charles VI. Here is Burney again : 
.: , his Imperial Majesty condescended to 
tell him one day, with great mildness and 
affability, that in his singing he neither 
moved nor stood still like any other mortal ; 
all was supernatural. ‘Those gigantic 
strides’ (said the Emperor), ‘those never- 
ending notes and passages only surprise, and 
it Is now time for you to please; you are 
too lavish of the gifts with which nature has 
endowed you; if you wish to reach the 
heart, you must take a more plain and simple 
road.’ "' That changed Farinelli’s percep- 
tion of art. According to Burney, he me 
a less flamboyant performer, and, we must 
presume, used his extraordinary capacity in 
the art of phrasing. 

These are two anecdotes out of Burney’s 
tour, told at some length, but I think they 
are pregnant of present-day musical value, for 
the very simple reason that so few teachers 
take the trouble to think about the question 
of breathing. If a man or a woman has a 
good natural voice, it is, enerally 
A tegen the be-all and Om of 
the teacher's reputation—not the pupil’s. 
The basic point of breathing is how to 
breathe. The basic point of how to 
breathe is a physiological question, based 
upon the haman organs in a functional capa- 
erty. In other words, shortly I ask: How 
many teachers of singing know anything 
about the inhalation and exhalation of one 
breath of air from the point of view of vofce 
production’ This same question might be 
considered also by those who endeavour to 
teach a correct manner of speaking a 
language. 


The ' Shake “" 


What I have written is a leading up to the 
evergreen question of vibrato in the singing 
voice. You will have noticed that when Fari- 
nelli sang in an apparently immortal contest. 
he and the trumpeter “ had a swell and a 
‘shake together in thirds.”” The “shake” 
there must, I think, be taken as a definite 
demand from the score—a trill prior to a 
cadenza, but I also think that Burney

Many quotations of a similar 
nature through the book, all of which have 
me to conclude that vibrato, “ wobble,”’ 
call it what you will, was a favourite and 
much desired acquisition of the singing voice 
in the eighteenth century. 

However we look at the word vibrato 
to-day, it is anathema, from the standard of 
high art in singing. I suppcse one must say.

R.D.S. Recital 


The indisposition of Madame Suggia has 
robbed Dublin people of the privilege of bear- 
ing this truly great ‘cellist, but they will find 
much solace in listening to an artist equally 
great in her own line—Elisabeth Schumann. 
Of all lieder singers, she has her own niche. 
There is nobody quite like her. The fascinat- 
ing stage presence and the exquisite contro! 
of her voice are the make-up of this artist 
She was described to me once by a well. 
known critic in the following terms: “' When 
you talk of Schumann, you must think of a 
butterfly: She flits from note to note 
with such effortless grace that you 
look upon it as nature’s gift.”” She 
is esentially a Mozart singer, and what can 
be more suited to that composer's genre than 
an interpreter such as Elisabeth Schaumann. 
Her fame does not rest upon Mozart alone., 
because in opera Hichard Strauss chose her 
to create the part of Sophie in his opera, 
“Der Rosenkavalier,”’ and in that róle she 
appeared at Covent Garden in 1924. 


Musical Art Society 


This Society enters upon its second season 
at the Metropolitan Hall on Wednesday next, 
the 25th. It grew on the foundation of Miss 
Harding's Orchestra, and under Signor Groasi 
as musical director it can look forward to a 
successful career. Genuine enthusiasm is an 
imspiring factor with the Society. For its 
opening concert the Society has Dina Cope- 
man as pianist and Mabel Thrift as singer. 
These two artists require no recommendation 
to the public. The programme includes a 
first performance in Ireland of Beethoven's

THE GENIUS OF EDWARD 
BUNTING 


Edward Bunting was the earliest 
able collector of Irish folk musi I 
O'Sullivan, in a broadcast from Athlon 
night, dealt with Bunting’s career 
work.

Virtually all of the foreign firms operating 
had insufficient capital to run their business. 
The cosmetic industry, which was worth 
£200.000 per annum, with the exception of 
four or five Irish firms, was entirely 
exploited by foreign interests. Therefore, the 
cosmetic, animal medicine and drug indus- 
tries, the imports of which still totalled 
over £600,000, were dominated by foreign 
controlled firms. 


TRADE MARKS 


In the case of these imdustries the control 
of the assignment of trade marks, and the 
insistence that a company formed to manufac- 
turé goods should be required to prove that its 
capital was sufficient to operate without 
foreign resources, alone would be effective.

IRISH SEA AIRWAYS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Site —Í am directed to reply to recent 
criticisms of the fare policy of this company. 
Certain miconceptions are rife. Our air fares, 
if the distance is taken into account, compare 
very favourably with others. The full fare 
charged by Irish Sea Airways is less per 
passenger mile on our un-sibsidised service 
than it is per passenger mile on most of the 
heavily subsidised services operating between 
Lontion and the European Continent. The 
full three months’ return fare between Dublin 
and Bristol (215 miles each way) is £7. The 
15 days’ return between London and Paris 
(205 miles each way) by Imperial Airways or 
Air France is £7 10s., and the full ticket (@ 
days) £8. Dublin-London (three months’ re- 
turn ticket) costs £11 for 325 miles each way, 
which represents £4 for 220 miles extra tra- 
velling. The four day ticket at £7 challenges

jointly by both countries. In this treaty, 
which concedes so much to either side, we 
may detect the hand of necessi'y. Great 
Britain seeks Egypt’s enduring friendship, 
in order that her strength in the Eastern 
Mediterrancan may be retained, and that 
she may be able to keep her Near East 
communications intact. Egypt is glad of 
the alliance with a strong partner, bound 
to her by community of interest; for she 
has watched the Italian seizure of 
Abyssinia with deep misgiving, and has no 
desire to be encircled by Signor Mussolini's 
territory. Her. rulers cannot forget that 
one of the battlefields of the next war will 
be the Near East, and that every great 
Power will be struggling for the control 
of the canal. Egypt, however, need not 
concern herself as yet with the future. 
Her task at present is to create harmony 
throughout her own very considerable area, 
to establish the reign of law as it is under. 
stood in democratic nations, to raise the 
standard of living, and—as the Speech 
from the Throne last Saturday promised— 
to build schools and send the children to 
them. It will be interesting to watch the 
latest phase in the development of this 
most ancient of nations. Egypt has 
accepted democracy at a time when it is 
rejected by an increasing number of other 
lands. Will she contrive to work it where 
they have failed?

Amphibious Airmen 


Imperial Airways have entrusted a 
privately-owned school of air instruction 
with the task to make sailors out of its 
pilots not in order to gratify a passing 
whim, but because a knowledge of naviga- 
tion is indispensable for the pilot of a 
flying-boat. In a short time Imperial Air- 
ways intends to scrap land aeroplanes on 
the great majority of the Empire air mail 
routes, and to substitute for them the 
gigantic seaplanes that now are in the 
process of construction. There are hun- 
dreds of pilots who would be competent 
to take control of these new machines—but 
only while they were in the air. When an 
aeroplane lands on an aerodrome the pilot 
can be certain that he has plenty of room 
in which to bring his machine to rest, and 
that the surface upon which he lands will 
be regular. When he takes off he has 
only to taxi away to face the wind, and in 
a few seconds he is in the air. Any of the 
Imperial Airways pilots would find these 
two manceuvres childishly simple; but, 
when one has to land on, and to take off 
from, a stretch of river, estuary, lake or 
sea, the matter becomes considerably more 
complex. The moorings may be closely 
hemmed ‘in by all the sea traffic of a busy 
port and small boats may reduce one’s 
landing area to a dangerous minimum. To 
these substantial difficulties must be 
added the worries of winds, tides and 
currents; and, indeed, it seems that the 
sailor who merely has to pass through the 
seas is a hewer of wood and drawer of 
water in comparison to the fiying-boat 
pilot who has to land on top of them. 
Besides the practical instruction which the 
pilots will receive, they also will be 
initiated into the numerous curiosities of 
sailors’ knots, the why and wherefore of 
towage and’ salvage and the recondite 
mysteries of Admiralty charts. Now it 
only remains for the flying-boat pilot to 
cultivate a nautical roll—and the un 
attractive, but impressive, habit of chew- 
ing tobacco—for him to become amphibious 
in the finest sense of the word.

abolished. ‘They had in Spain the logical! 
conclusion of slanderous attacks upon the 
clergy as a whole. 


THE CAPITALIST SYSTEM 


He. assured the Government that it would 
have the whole-hearted support of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians in any measures 
that might be necessary to prevent violence, 
or the advocacy of violence directed against 
the citizens of the legitimate Government. 
Hs believed that the capitalist system, in 
addition to safeguarding literty, was the 
most efficient instrument for exploiting our 
natural resources. Private enterprise could 
ce more out of natural resources than could 
State Socialism, State capitalism or Com- 
munism.

EQUALITY OF OPPORTUNITY 


It was also urgently desirable that 
equality of opportunity should be made avail 
able for the people. It should be their aim 
to provide education free from the first 
standard to the University degre: and it 
would be well that responsible bas írom 
all shades of politics should be charged forth- 
with with the task of ao - together 
what the ultimate objectives in that sphere 
should be. 

The extent of social services was, however, 
limited: by the capacity of the people to pay. 
It was-an illusion to imagine that the popula- 
tion of the country was going to be increased 
materially in the future; the best they could 
hope for was that it would not decline. The 
task, therefor>, was to increase the national 
income in the future. By increasing, through 
better conditions, the quality of the in- 
dividual  tizen, the stronger generations to 
come could extract from natural rescurces a 
bigger and better income for the community 
as a whole, enabling it to bear the burden 
of increased social services.

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LORD JOICEY 


Lord Joicey, the ninety-year-old coal owner, 
died last Saturday night at his home, Ford 
Castle, Crookham, near Berwick-on-Tweed. 
He had been ill for more th:.. a month. His 
gon and heir, Mr. James Arthur Joicey, was 
with him when he died. se 

The late Lord Joicey rose from the position 
of office boy to that of one of the largest 
coal owners in Great Britain and one of the 
biggest individual employers of labour in 
the world. He was chairman aud managing 
director of James Joicey and Company, 
Liimited, and the Lambton Collieries, Limited, 
the two largest colliery compames in the 
County of Durham. Throughout his career 
he was an active Parliamentarian, and, as 
Mr, James Joicey, and later as Sir James 
Joi¢ey—he was created a baronet in 1895— 
sat in the House of Commons as Liberal 
member for the Chester-le-Street division of 
Durham for an unbroken period of twenty-

Sir Fitzroy MacLean, Chief of the Clan 
MacLean, died at his home, Duart Castle, 
Mull, yesterday, aged 101. 

Sir Fitzroy was the oldest clan chief in 
Scotland.

Catholic Press is trving to degrade. It is 
conducting’ a campaign against society, 
domestic and civil—against God Himself. 


PAGANISM 


Communism, the modern expression of 
paganism and infidelity, is anti-social and 
anti-God. lt attacks family life, carries on 
a relentless class warfare, and aims at driv- 
ing God out of His own world. 

In this country the standards of decent 
journalism are generally observed, and our 
native Press is in the main, thank God, 
clean, but bad literature constitutes a danger 
to which we cannot close our eyes, and 
constantly a murky stream of evil literature 
issues from the English Press. It has already 
weakéned our appreciation of moral values. 
and there can be little doubt that if this flood 
of obscenity remains unchecked it will 
ultimately break down the 
Christian modesty and purity in Ireland.’ 

“While 1 agree,” said the Bishop, “ that 
Communists are few and their influence at 
ywresent smal], I do not agree that the danger 
han Communism in this country is negligible. 
As in Spain a few years ago, there is a wave 
of Liberalism passing over Ireland to-day: 
the minds of men are betmg prepared, and they 
are tempted to ask is Communiam after all 
such a monster. Moreover, Communistic 
agencies are at work, and Communistic cells 
have been set up. Their immediate object is 
to secure the key positions. 


AIDS TO COMMUNISM 


“There are, to my mind, four factors that 
may make Communism a menace here. Firat, 
there are violations of justice and (hristian 
charity in the social order; second, the Com- 
munistic cells work in secret, and they 
spread their virus with the rapidity of an 
infection; third, Communism is pre 
don the cloak of patriotism and religion to 
achieve its purposes; fourth, and most im- 
portant of all, Communism is no mere 
economic theory, it is a religion, and its 
prophets are inspired with a zeal that 
amounts to fanaticism. 

‘‘Communism is a danger not by reason of 
what it is, but by what it may become.”

THE STRUGGLE FOR 
MADRID

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day :— The struggle for Madrid is being 
waged with unabating fury. M. Rosen- 
berg, now Russian Minister to Spain, 
till recently Under Secretary-General of 
that eminently neutral and judicial body, 
the League of Nations, has burst the 
shackles of diplomatic correctitude with 
an energy which suggests his relief at 
escaping from the inhibitions of Geneva. 
According to a Special Correspondent of 
The Times, he is promoting the fight for 
democracy with a fervour which should 
delight the cynic, and is cementing the 
alliance forcibly imposed by the insurrec- 
tion upon dictatorial Marxists and ultra- 
libertarian Anarcho-Syndicalists; but, as 
might have been foreseen, the European 
Governments of the opposite way of think- 
ing have been quick to realise that this 
military and moral support has rendered 
General Franco's task far more difficult 
than they or he ex a fortnight ago. 

Their reaction has been prompt and 
eminently ieestse'as to their proteges. 
Italy and Germany have recognised the 
insurgent _ Government, though both 
Powers are still co-operating in the work 
of the International Committee for Non- 
Intervention in Spain, and their pre- 
action cam..nly increase the 
dificalties of the genuinely neutral 
Governments represented on that body. It 
would have been more prudent to wait at 
least for the fall of Madrid. Doctrinal 
enthusiasm rather than a realistic appre 
ciation of the situation has inspired Rome 
and Berlin to a step which seems destined 
to commit them more deeply to interven- 
tion if General Franco skould fail to win 
the success which they anticipate; and 
there lies a danger for Europe as a whole. 
One of the first results of their recognition 
of the insurgents has been to encourage 
the Junta to threaten Barcelona and its 

rt with bombardment, and even with 

lockade. 

At. present, proceeds The Times, the 
insurgents ate not strong enough at sea to 
attempt to blockade Barcelona or any 
other port on the eastern coast of Spain. 
But a serious situation might well arise if 
insurgent aircraft or warships were to in- 
terfere with British shipping on the high 
seas. The fact that no certificates for the 
export of arms are being issued by His 
Majesty’s Government strengthens the 
case against any interference with our 
merchantmen by either combatant outside 
Spanish territorial waters.

The average modern engine need, a 
minimum cranking speed of from 40 to 6 
r.p.m., in order to secure adequate startine” 
in winter; even higher speeds are decir. 
able in order to obtain good starting - 

Very extensive ex riments have shown 
that at 52 degrees F.. with a cood ouality 
summer oil in the engine and with a 
brand new battery and starting equip. 
ment, the cranking speed very rarely or. 
ceeds 40 r.p.m.. and may be lower. With 
a corresponding winter grade of oil in usa 
the cranking speed may be as hich as 
100/120 r.p.m., while at temperatures 
below 32 degrees F. the differenca in 
cranking speeds is even mote marked. In 
fact, with an engine in gded mechanica| 
condition and using a summer grade 
the starting equipment will not give a 
sufficient cranking speed to secure a oi 
start when several degrees of frost occur 

Naturally engines take‘sOme time to coo! 
down and get thoroughly chilled. ar | 
these which are used from, day to day do 
not give rise to the same difficulty as thoxa 
belonging. to occasional Motorists. who 
sometimes leave cars in g@rages for four 
or five days unused, during which period 
the whole engine gets “ stone ” cold. and 
the battery becomes chilled.

It is interesting to note that a starter 
battery, when it is thoroughly chilled. 
loses some 20 to 25 per cent. of its output 
capacity Consequently the dual difficult, 
arises for the cecasional motorist with a 
really cold engine and reduced battery 
power. If the battery its@if is not in new 
condition, naturally the st@rting difficulty 
i: further accentuated. 

Many cars are to be se@h on the roads 
during winter having defective 
which have not the necessary power to 
give adequate illumination. This is due 
to a variety of causes, such as inattention 
to the batteries by the motorist, over-

General Sir Ian -~.amilton last Satarday 
night revealed a remarkable, and carefully 
guarded secret: how at the beginning of the 
Great War he acted as Kitchener's wraith.

threa armies of territorials were distributed 
around London. 

Sir Ian, who was speaking at a dinner of 
the Royal Naval Division in Piccadilly, said- 
“On August 7, | think it was, Kitchener 
sent for me. He said to me: | am going to 
do with yoa exactly what I did in Pretoria. 
when you first joined me as my chief staff 
officer. You remember | went away at 
once on a three weeks’ tour of Natal and 
the Cape Colony, whilst you carried on with 
Major Marker's help in my place, and the 
jess I heard of you the better | was pleased. 
Now | want you to step into my shoes again, 
only the other way about. Go up to night 
to York and take command of the North of 
England. Nothing is to appear in orders, 
but you just say you represent me, and do 
what you think right. After that go ap to 
Edinburgh for a week, and take comma 
of Scotland, with a special eye for spies, and 
for the Forth.” 

Sir lan later explained to a reporter that 
during the early part of the Great War he 
acted as Lord Kitchener's deputy, and under- 
took the early organisation of home defences 
in Lord Kitchener's name. “After the declata- 
tion of war, he said, “there was a meeting 
of the Cabinet and the military people, which 
Lord Kitchener attended. The meeting- was 
adjourned for further information from the 
French, and on August 7 1 was asked to take 
on this job.
